THE MEANING OF " COIN " IN OOT- 


JEKNMKNT OBLIGATIONS. 


All United States bonds andtreasury 


notes are payable in com and it is so 
stated on their face. 
Some years ago 


it was generally understood and almost 
universally conceded that coin meant 
gold and silver coins of the United 
States of standard value. A doubt was 
expressed in 1878 concerning the inter- 
pretation to be given the word "com" 
in government obligations, and to re- 
move it Senator Stanley Matthews of 
Ohio, afterwards Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in- 
troduced the following resolution: 


"Be it resolved by the Senate (the 
' House of .Representatives conouning 


therein), that the bonds of the United 
Spates issued or authorized to be is- 
sued, under the said Acts of Congress 
hereinbefore recited, are payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, at the option of the 
Government of the United States, in 
silver dollars of the coinage of the 
United States containing 412>£ grams 
each of standard silver; and that to re- 
store to its coinage such silver coins us 
legal tender in payment of said bonds, 
principal and interest, is not in viola- 
tion of the public faith nor in deroga- 
tion of the rights of thepubhccreditor." 


The acts referred to in the resolution 


were those of 
March 18, 1869, to 


strengthen the public credit; the re- 
funding act of 1870, which made the 
bonds of the government redeemable

Oiil> TV. o liog.il Method! of Doing It. 


EDITOR JOUKNAL. A question having 


arisen At to which Democratic Central 
Committee, that represented by Mr. J. 
B. Byan, as its Chairman, or that rep- 
resented by Mr. H. Harris, aa its Chair- 
man, 
has authority to call u convention 


of Democrats to nominate candidates 
for office, I suggest in the interest of 
harmony and safety, that the two com- 
mittees unite in a call for a primary 
election to choose delegates to a con- 
vention to be held in the near future. 
A convention so called would certainly 
be empowered to a^t and its nominees 
would be placed upon the ballots with- 
out question. 


The convention could and would 


nominate Mr. George Bussell and Mr. 
Jcs. By an as two of the Presidential 
electors, and thus remove all friction 
and legal doubt. In the discussion so 
far had of this subject, a matter of vital 
importance has been overlooked. Un- 
der the Australian ballot law, and the 
primary election law of this State, 
there are only two methods of nomi- 
nating candidates for office, namely: 


1. By a convention, or aasamblage 


of delegates, representing a political 
party. 


2 ' By certificate of nomination, 


containing the name of the candidate 
to be nominated, signed by electors." 
(Australian Ballot Law, Section 4.) 


It is unnecessary to point out the 


difference between a mass convention 
and a convention of "delegates." There 
is absolutely no authority for nomi- 
nating candidates for office by a mass 
convention, and such proceedure is 
against t he letter and spirit of the laws. 
If the convention theory be adopted, 
primary elections must be called, no- 
tice given, election boards appointed, 
the object slated, and the qualifications 
of voters prescribed. (Section 1, Pri- 
mary Election Law, Statutes 1883) 


The mass convention of Democrats 


recently held at Beno had no authority 
to nominate candidates for office, and 
its action in that respact has no val- 
idity in law.

In the course of his farewell speech 


nt the dinner of the British chamber of 
commerce in Paris Lord Dufferin, thn 
retiring British embassador, said: 


' 'But whatever may be the ups and 
! 


downs of the diplomatic career, every 
member of the service, no matter how 
unpromising the post he occupies, may 
console himself with-the reflection that, 
if he ia industrious, prudent, and, above 
all, single minded, the bread he casts 
upon tho waters will not be lost, and 
:hat, perhaps, when he least expects it, 
lis day will dawn, for, though, like ev- 
erything else, the oatward aspects of 
diplomacy have changed since the be- 
ginning of the century, never have the 
aations stood in greater need of the 
;hing itself than at the present moment. 
What do we see around us? The whole 
of Europe is little better than a standing 
camp numbering millions of armed 
men, while a double row of frowning 
and opposing fortresses bristles along 
every frontier. Our harbors are stuffed, 
and the seas swarm with ironclad navies, 
to whose numbers, I am forced to ad- 
mit, England has been obliged, in'self 
defense, to add her modest quota. Even 
in tho remotest east the passion for mil- 
itary expansion has displayed an unex- 
pected development. 


' 'In fact, thanks to the telegraph, the 


globe itself has become a mere bundle 
of nerves, and the slightest disturbance 
at any one point of the system sends a 
portentious tremor through its morbidly 
sensitive surface. We are told by the 
poets of old that when Zeus nodded the 
golden halls of his Olympus shook to 
(heir foundations. Today it woiald suf- 
fice for any 0113 of half a dozen august 
personages to speak above his breath or 
unwittingly to raise his little finger, 
a;:c!, liko in a heaven overcharged with 
electricity, the existing conditions of 
unstable equilibrium which sustains the 
European political system would be up- 
sot, and year, waged in circumstances 
of ffreuter horror than has been hitherto 
known to tho experience of mankind, 
mif.iit eventually envelop not Europe 
aU',i:e, but two—nay, all the four—con- 
tinents at ouce, since in every one of 
thorn representatives and offshoots of 
the contending nations would of neces- 
sity bo brought into collision.

The crael humiliation Austria suf- 


furc-.l in Italy was followed by the crush- 
ing Wov,' at Sadowa and the not less 
painful collapse of a brother's ambitions 
in Mexico. If the dignity of a Coesar 
was to be saved for the Hapsburgs out 
of the wreck, it seemed most likely to 
be achieved on the lines suggested by 
Count Beust. Tho choice once made, it 
was impossible to turn back. What is 
given as a boon to distressed nationali- 
ties in the name of progress cannot aft- 
erward be withdrawn on the plea of 
prudence. The result is pathetic, but 
there is no help for it. 


We seo Croats, Ruthenians, Poles, 


Servians, Wallachs and the rest of the 
half barbarous hordes cutting one an- 
other's throats when they are not com' 
billing to insult tho civilized Hungari 
ans and Germans, whose fate it is to be 
their neighbors. We see Vienna itself 
in tho hands of a fanatical anti-Semitic 
rabble, and we see the power of the only 
capable parliamentary party in Austria 
broken by hopeless dissensions. Truly 
the domestic state of the empire is 
nothing less than pitiable. Its influence 
in Europe is also a thing of tho past. 
The Balkan states, which were its props 
in the south, have publicly gone over to 
Russia, and its solitary remaining p 
tcction against dismemberment is tho 
alliance with Italy, which covets Dal 
matin, and wii-h Germany, which is 
moving heaven and earih to establish 
"•'Tf-t relations vrith Russia.—Satunlay
